Study Bolsters Low-Carb Diet 


FORT LAUDERDALE, FLA. I Perhaps no idea is 
more controversial in the diet world than 
the contention that people on low- carbo- 
hydrate diets can consume more calories 
without paying a price on the scales. Now, 
a small but carefully controlled study offers 
a strong hint that maybe it’s true. 

The study, directed by Penelope Greene of 
the Harvard School of Public Health, found 
that people eating an extra 300 calories a day 
on a very low-carb regimen lost just as much 


weight during a 12 -week study as those on a 
standard low-fat diet. That strikes at one of 
the most revered beliefs in nutrition: That no 
matter where calories come from, they all go 
to the waistline in just the same way. 

Dr. Samuel Klein, president of the American 
Association for the Study of Obesity, called 
the results “hard to believe” and said perhaps 
the people eating more calories also got more 
exercise or were less apt to cheat because they 
were less hungry, daniel q. haney (ap) 


Saddam 
In Tikrit, 
U.S. Says 

Military blames toppled 
leader for attacks on troops 

TIKRIT, IRAQ I Saddam Hussein is believed 
to have been hiding out recently in Tikrit, 
influencing the anti-American insurgency, 
the U.S. military said Monday. 

“We have clear indication he has been 
here recently,” Maj. Troy Smith, a deputy bri- 
gade commander, told reporters in Tikrit, 
the fugitive former president’s hometown 
and now headquarters for the 4th Infantry 
Division. “He could be here right now,” he 
said of Saddam. 

Meanwhile, fresh attacks by resistance 
forces across central Iraq late Sunday and 
Monday were reported to have killed three 
American soldiers and wounded five others. 

The insurgents’ attacks on U.S. forces 
averaged 22 a day in the past week, the U.S. 
military reported Monday. That’s an increase 
of several a day over the pace of some weeks 
earlier, and has resulted in American deaths 
at a rate of almost one every two days. 

The U.S.-led coalition mostly blames pro- 
Saddam die-hards for the low-level conflict, 
but Smith adds that Saddam is believed to 
be exerting some control over the attacks. If 
he isn’t in Tikrit at the moment, he said, “at 
the least, he is maintaining a strong influ-

Quarter of Troops 
Lack New Armor 


Delays leave soldiers 
in Iraq without the 
latest defense gear 

WASHINGTON | Nearly one-quarter of 
the 130,000 U.S. troops in Iraq still 
have not been issued a new type of 
ceramicbody armor strong enough to 
stop bullets fired from assault rifles. 

Delays in funding, production and 
shipping mean it will be December 
before all troops in Iraq will have 
the vests, military officials say. 

Congress approved $310 million in 
April to buy 300,000 more ofthe bul- 
letproof vests, with 30,000 destined 
to complete outfitting of the troops 
in Iraq. Of that money, however, only 
about $75 million has reached the 
Army office responsible for oversee- 


ing the vests’ distribution, said David 
Nelson, an official in that office. 

Angry members of Congress have 
denounced the Pentagon. They say up 
to 44,000 troops lack the best vests 
because of the sluggish supply chain, 
significantly more than the Pentagon 
figure. Relatives of some soldiers 
have resorted to buying armor in 
the United States and shipping it to 
their troops, congressional critics say. 

The military’s Interceptor vests, 
introduced in 1999, include remov- 
able ceramic plates in the front 
and back that can stop bullets 
such as the 7.62mm rounds fired 
by Kalashnikov rifles common 
in Iraq and Afghanistan. Older- 
model vests can protect against 
low-speed projectiles but not high- 
velocity rifle rounds, matt kelley (a p)

Twins Recovering

Ahmed and Mohamed Ibrahim 
began Saturday morning at 
Children’s Medical Center Dallas 
and ended late Sunday afternoon. 
They were in critical but stable con- 
dition Monday in adjacent rooms. 

He said the twins’ blood pres- 
sure was stable and kidney func- 
tion “perfect,” and a routine scan 
Monday morning showed minimal 
swelling in their heads. They were 
on mechanical ventilators and were 
to remain in a drug-induced coma 
for 2 1/2 to three days. 

Officials stressed there were still 
concerns: the possibility of stroke, 
infection, and questions about brain 
damage from the surgery, (ap)

States Eye Canada’s Drugs 


Governments hope to 
cut medicine costs in 
half through imports 

N E w Y 0 R K | Some of the biggest buy- 
ers of prescription drugs — state gov- 
ernments — are trying to get in on 
the bargain prices available north 
of the border. 

Lured by the chance to cut 
costs in half, several states hope 
to join the one city and legions of 
Americans who get their medicines 
from Canada. 

But federal regulators and the 
pharmaceutical industry insist it’s 


illegal and unsafe and are stepping 
up efforts to stop it. 

Drug purchasers say there’s no 
reason for prices to be as high as 
they are in the United States and that 
the Food and Drug Administration’s 
stance is colored by drug companies’ 
generous political donations. State 
officials, meanwhile, say rising pre- 
scription drug costs may force them 
to cut other services. 

Manufacturers argue that they 
need the revenue to develop new 
treatments. In an attempt to cut 
the flow of drugs south, some have 
begun limiting the amount shipped 
to Canada in the first place. 


Drugs are up to 50 percent 
cheaper in Canada than the United 
States because of government price 
controls. 

Springfield, Mass., has been pay- 
ing for drugs imported by its work- 
ers from Canada since July. Illinois, 
Michigan, Iowa and Minnesota all 
recently announced they are explor- 
ing that option because rising pre- 
scription drug costs are forcing them 
to cut other services. 

Other cities and states are said 
to be considering similar actions, 
while an estimated 1 million to 
2 million Americans already buy 
Canadian drugs, theresa agovino (ap) 


Kroger Workers Vote to 
Strike in Ky., W.Va., Ohio 


CHARLESTON, W.VA. | Grocery 
workers at Kroger stores in West 
Virginia, Ohio and Kentucky voted 
to strike at midnight Monday — just 
days after Kroger clerks walked out 
in Southern California. 

More than 2,000 members of the 
United Food &Commercial Workers 
Local 400 approved a strike — 
rejecting the company’s contract 
offer, union officials said. 


A Kroger spokesman said the 
company planned to close the 
stores at midnight Monday; only 
its pharmacies will stay open. 

The union represents 3,300 
workers for the Cincinnati-based 
chain in 37 stores in West Virginia, 
five in Ohio and two in Kentucky. 

Clerks at Kroger Co.’s Ralphs and 
Pavilions walked out late Saturday 
in Los Angeles, along with two other

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I With his gov- 
ernment beset by scandals, South 
Korean President Roh Moo-hyun 
on Monday proposed putting his 
8 -month- old presi- 
dency to the test in 
a referendum and 
pledged to resign if 
he fares poorly.

Arafat Fills 
Key Cabinet 
Position 

Names security chief 
over objections of new 
Prime Minister Qureia 

JERUSALEM I Palestinian leader 
Yasser Arafat delivered yet anoth- 
er blow to his new premier Monday, 
appointing an acting security chief 
in the face of Prime Minister Ahmed 
Qureia’s intense opposition. Qureia 
already has threatened to resign 
because of disputes with Arafat. 

Arafat had appointed longtime 
ally Nasser Yousef interior minister 
when he named an emergency gov- 
ernment Oct. 5. But Yousef defied 
Arafat by refusing to take part in 
a swearing-in ceremony last week, 
and Arafat withdrew his support. 

Qureia continued to support 
Yousef, saying that dropping him 
now would embarrass the new 
government. 

Regardless, Arafat appointed 
Hakam Balawi, a senior official 
from his ruling Fatah party, as 
acting security chief Monday, a 
Palestinian official said, (ap) 


Roh, whose perceived inconsis- 
tency on major policy issues has 
alienated many South Koreans, 
said he didn’t feel confident that 
he could carry out his duties amid 
allegations that one of his longtime 
aides received illegal payoffs from a 
major South Korean company. 

Opponents called the referen- 
dum a stunt to get voters to rally 
around the president. Roh himself 
said the referendum would likely 
generate political chaos at a time 
when he is trying to resolve a stand- 
off over North Korea’s development 
of nuclear weapons. 

“While I undergo the referen- 
dum, insecurity among the people 
and chaos in state affairs are expect- 
ed,” he said. “However, let’s endure

An SS 
officer and a member of Hitler’s 
inner circle, Guensche spent the 
last hours with the Nazi leader in 
the Fuehrer’s bunker in Berlin before 
Hitler and his companion Eva Braun 
committed suicide on April 30, 1945. 
Guensche died of heart failure at his 
home near Bonn on Oct. 2. (ap)

Police seized an estimated 8.3 tons 
of cocaine aboard a fishing boat and 
arrested 31 people in Spain’s sec- 
ond-biggest drug bust ever, offi- 
cials said Monday. Officials told 
reporters the cocaine had come 
from Colombia and that the ship 
had stopped off in Senegal before 
coming to Spain. It was not imme-

Justice Ministry Posts Poll 
On Euthanasia on Web Site 

The Justice Ministry posted a ques- 
tionnaire about euthanasia on its 
Web site Monday to ask people 
whether France should reconsider 
its ban on mercy killing. The case 
of Vincent Humbert, a 22 -year- old 
who requested the right to die after 
an auto accident left him blind, mute 
and paralyzed, has sparked a new 
debate about euthanasia in France. 
He died in late September, two days 
after his mother allegedly injected 
him with barbiturates, (ap) 


and would allow more Cubans to 
emigrate to the United States. 
He also called for a commission 
to plan for the day Fidel Castro’s 
rule ends. 

Cuba said the measures have 
an “electoral stink” showing “the

Hundreds Await Lottery 
For Seats to Sniper Trial 


VIRGINIA BEACH, VA. I Some did it 
on a whim. Others are interested 
in watching justice at work. 

More than 800 people have 
signed up for a lottery to win a 
seat for a day in the courtroom 
with Washington, D.C.-area snip- 
er suspect John Allen Muhammad, 
whose capital murder trial starts 
Tuesday in Virginia Beach. 

“The last major trial like this that 
I can remember would be the O. J. 
[Simpson] trial,” said William Dean, 
38, of Taneytown, Md., who doesn’t 
mind driving 290 miles to attend 
the trial if his name is drawn. 

Most of the about 50 seats are 
reserved for reporters, security, 
attorneys and relatives of victim 
Dean H. Meyers, who was shot to 
death a year ago at a gas station in 
northern Virginia. 


That leaves five seats for the pub- 
lic. They will be assigned in weekly 
random drawings, with each win- 
ner being allowed in the courtoom 
for one day. There will be no public 
seats during jury selection, when 
most of the seats will be filled by 
potential jurors. 

With testimony expected to take 
four to five weeks, that means about 
125 members of the public will get 
a seat. 

As of Monday morning, there 
were 854 entrants, said sheriff’s 
spokeswoman Paula Miller. People 
may continue to enter the lottery 
throughout the trial by filling out 
a form on the city’s Web site or by 
calling the city, son ja barisic (ap)

Ex-elevator operator 
argues for disability 
after job is phased out 

jersey CITY, N.J. I Pauline Thomas 
had spent her working life as a 
housekeeper until a heart attack 
in 1988 forced her to look for less 
demanding work. 

Thomas, now 61, found just 
that as an elevator operator at 
the Hudson County administra- 
tion building in Jersey City. But 
when the county installed auto- 
mated elevators in 1995, she was 
out of a job. 

While some of her fellow eleva- 
tor operators were able to transfer 
to other positions, Thomas’s health 
would not let her. Since then, she has 
been seeking Social Security dis- 
ability benefits in a drawn-out legal 
battle with the government that will 


be heard by the U.S. Supreme Court 
on Tuesday. 

Thomas does not assert that 
she was physically unable to per- 
form her last job — the standard 
disability claim — but rather that 
technology has all but abolished her 
last occupation, and she cannot do 
anything else. 

“One of the questions this case 
raises is, whether as technology 
advances in the workplace, will 
many people find their jobs going 
the way of the elevator operator?” 
said Nancy Shor, executive direc- 
tor of the National Organization 
of Social Security Claimants’ 
Representatives, steve strunsky (ap)

PRO BASEBALL I By the time Manny 
Ramirez made his menacing move 
toward Roger Clemens, Kevin 
Hallinan was already trying to con- 
trol the fallout. The fight brewing 
on the field wasn’t his concern — it 
was how the fans would react. 

Hallinan, major league base- 
ball’s security chief, met with Red 
Sox and law enforcement officials 
and they decided to cut off beer sales 
at Fenway Park right then, three 
innings early.

In the wake of Saturday night’s 
bench- clearing brawl between the 
Yankees and Red Sox players, secu- 
rity officials are re-examining the 
plans they hope would keep a skir- 
mish from escalating into a riot. 

Although deployment was 
already high because of the impor- 
tance of the game and the nature 
of the rivalry, security will increase 


for the rest of the series. 

Hallinan declined to give details 
of the plans, but he confirmed the 
area in and around the ballpark will 
be patrolled by the FBI, National 
Guard, baseball security officers 
and police on foot, motorcycle and 
horseback. Much of what Hallinan 


does is less about being ready to 
respond to a crisis than avoiding 
one. “The point is not to wait until 
the world is falling apart,” he said.

The glass pipes and bongs sold 
on the Chong Glass Web site were 
labeled “For Tobacco Use Only,” 
but a rarely enforced federal stat- 
ute specifically names bongs as 
drug paraphernalia, and in 1994 
the Supreme Court ruled that those 
who sell bongs across state lines can 
be sent to prison. 

Chong pleaded guilty in 
Pittsburgh on Sept. 11 to one 
count of conspiracy to sell drug 
paraphernalia. He was arrest- 
ed after the Drug Enforcement 
Administration set up a sting opera- 
tion. During the sting, undercover 
law enforcement officers purchased 
two Chong bongs at a head shop in 
Texas. Chong signed the bongs for 
the officers and autographed a T- 
shirt of himself smoking a bong.

B 0 0 KS I Mister Rogers may have left 
a void in millions of lives when he 
died, but Mrs. Rogers hopes a new 
collection of his plainspoken wis- 
dom will provide comfort to them 
as it did for her. 

Joanne Rogers says “The World 
According to Mister Rogers: 
Important Things to Remember,” 
from Hyperion Books, was pub- 
lished for people who grew up 
watching Fred Rogers’s public 
television show. 

“Most of the people who read 
this book will feel as if they’re 
having a visit with him. I do, and 
I think that’s why I cherish it so,” 
Rogers said. 

Culled from years of commence- 
ment speeches, songs, writings and 
interviews, the new book contains 
words of courage and inspiration 
— simple statements that made 
the soft-spoken children’s -show 
host a household name. At least 
one passage was pulled from a 
public service announcement that 
aired after the Sept. 11, 2001, ter- 
rorist attacks.

The very private Rogers wrote 
the forward for her late husband’s 
book. 

The two, who were married for 
more than 50 years, loved to laugh. 
Even before he died Feb. 27 after 
a bout with stomach cancer at his 
Pittsburgh home, Joanne Rogers, 
75, said he told jokes and watched 
Monty Python with their grand- 
children. 

“Our friendship was extremely 
important to our relationship, and 
I miss that,” Rogers said, “but on 
the other hand, he’s everywhere.”

Groening’s wry animated series 
have to do with car- crash games 
such as “Grand Theft Auto: Vice 
City”? Nothing. But “The Simpsons: 
Hit and Run” (Vivendi Universal/

Fortunately, the show’s writers

CELL PHONES I When it comes to 
headsets for cell phones, there are 
three basic looks: air traffic control- 
ler on lunch break, Secret Service 
wannabe and Lt. Uhura. 

Though they can vary great- 
ly in design and quality, all three 
are a step up from one of the most 
inconvenient poses that high tech 
has given us: walking down the 
street or driving with a cell phone 
plastered to the ear. A good headset 
can free up your hands and provide 
better sound fidelity on both ends 
of the conversation. 

By far the coolest thing going in 
cell phone headsets is Bluetooth, a 
wireless technology that has been 
around for years and finally found 
a use that might actually become 
popular. These cordless headsets fit 
around the ear, usually with some 
kind of looping mechanism, and 
communicate with a cell phone 
that can be several feet away. 

The best of these head- 
sets tested was the FreeSpeak 
(www.jabra.com). First, you don’t 
need a Bluetooth- equipped phone 
to use it — the headset comes with 
an adaptor that plugs into a non- 
Bluetooth cell phone (cleverly, the 
adaptor also serves as the charging 
unit for the headset). 

Unlike the other cordless mod- 
els tested, the FreeSpeak was com- 
fortable enough to wear for fairly 
long stretches. And with its blue 
gel earpiece, it simply looks cool, 
which is refreshing compared with 
other Bluetooth headsets that at 
their worst resemble large insects 
attached to the ear. 

The FreeSpeak with Bluetooth 
adaptor costs about $130. Without 
the adaptor, it’s about $80. 

The best sound fidelity on 
a Bluetooth headset was pro- 
duced by the recently intro- 
duced Sony Ericsson HBH-35 
(www.sonyericsson.com). On the 
caller end, the earpiece produced 
a clear sound that could be easily 
raised or lowered with the use of dis- 
creet buttons built into the unit. 

The main problem with this 
headset is that it’s too uncomfort- 
able to wear for more than several 
minutes at a time, especially for

users who also wear eyeglasses. 
The HBH-35 costs about $130. 

ThePlantronicsM3000Bluetooth 
headset (www.plantronics.com) is 
lightweight and provides good sound. 
The unit is fairly comfortable to wear, 
although it jiggles around a bit while 
walking and has the most insect-like 
appearance of the lot. The M3000 
is priced at about $70. 

These Bluetooth headsets are 
probably the way of the future and 
are likely to become more comfort- 
able and better- sounding as time 
goes on.

Go Paperless 


PDFS I The Portable Document 
Format, from Adobe Systems Inc., 
has become a de facto standard for 
electronic documents. Yet relatively 
few people have created their own 
PDFs. While Adobe’s free PDF 
reader comes pre-installed on most 
computers, the company charges 
hundreds of dollars for software 
to make PDFs. 

A number of cheaper or free 
alternatives are available. I tested 
two — 1-Step RoboPDF and Pdf995 
and I found, sadly, that you get what 
you pay for. 

Pdf995 from Software995 (free 
with ads, $9-95 without) lets you 



convert any document from any 
Windows application using the 
“print” function. The document goes 
to a PDF virtual printer, instead of a 
real printer. The software could use 
better instructions, and attempts to 
convert Web pages sometimes gen- 
erated PDF images of the software’s 
pop-up ads instead. 

RoboPDF, from eHelp Corp., 
costs $79 — pricey, but cheap- 
er than Adobe’s $299 Acrobat 
Standard. A free home version 
produces a RoboPDF stamp at the 
bottom of each PDF page. 

Like Pdf995, you can create PDF 
files using a virtual printer. But you 
can also create PDFs directly from 
the RoboPDF application, use tool- 
bar buttons within Microsoft Office 
programs or right-click on a file 
name or icon. 

Bottom line: Start cheap, then 
upgrade to Adobe’s software later 
if you find you’re creating PDFs

PAIN I German researchers have 
found that a synthetic version of 
one of many marijuana compounds 
safely reduced chronic nerve pain 
without impairing thinking and 
behavior. If the preliminary find- 
ings hold up, capsules containing 
this compound might one day be 
prescribed for hard-to -treat pain. 

The principal active ingredient 
in cannabis is tetrahydrocannabi- 
nol, or THC. That compound has 
been the most studied, but research- 
ers around the world are also look- 
ing more closely at the plant’s other 
chemical compounds for potential 
health benefits. 

The German study found that a 
compound called CT-3 could help 
sufferers of chronic neuropathy, 


who often don’t respond to stan- 
dard medications. 

CT-3 first showed promise in 
animals as an anti-inflammato- 
ry and as a reliever of two aspects 
of neuropathy: pain and extreme 
sensitivity to ordinary sensations. 
Researchers at Hannover Medical 
School in Germany gave various 
doses of CT-3 to 24 patients with 
chronic neuropathic pain in plac- 
es such as the foot, arm and face. 
Many were also taking other pain- 
relieving medications. 

The researchers found that CT-3 
was more effective than a placebo at 
relieving pain; its effects were great- 
est with milder pain. The major side 
effects were dry mouth and fatigue.

Why is it that I can do an hour on 
the elliptical machine and burn 
800 calories (or so it tells me), but 
I struggle to run for 15 minutes? 

The running feels harder because 
it is harder — on certain parts of 
your body. You have to lift your legs 


on your own and then pound them 
back down onto the pavement (or 
treadmill or trail) and, in the pro- 
cess, you involve much of your body. 
But both will cause you to pant and 
get your heart rate up, and that’s 
the key indicator. 

Do I need to do anything other than 
yoga three times a week to stay fit? 

I’ve had numerous yoga teachers 
tell me that a dedicated yoga pro- 
gram is all one needs to stay fit. I 
would suggest bumping up your fre- 
quency to four or five days weekly, 
if possible (practicing at home is 
legitimate).
